JVASHIXGTOS, March 15.—Tbe Presi- 


dent today aont the following message 


"To tbe Senate and Hcusa ol Repre- 


sentatives: Regretting tho necessity 
which baa required mo to call you to- 
getbor, I feol your aaBembling in extra- 
ordinary Eaaeion ie indispensable because 
of the condition in which we find the 
revenue of tbe government. It ia con- 
ceded that UB curront expenditures are 


' greater than its receipta, and that such 


a condition has existed now more tban 
threo yeara. Witb unlimited means at 
your command, wo are presenting the 
remarkable snuctaclo of increasing our 
public debt by borrowing money to meet 
ordinary outlays incident upon even an 
economical »nd prudent administration 
of tbo govemiuent. 


"An examination of tbe subject dis- 


closes this foot in every detail and leadB 
inevitably to tbe conclusion that tbe 
revenue law which allowi it is unjustifi- 
able and should bo corrected. 


"Wo lind by the reports o£ the secre- 


tary of tbe treasury that the revenues for 
the llecal year ending June 30, 1892, 
from all eourcos, were $425,868,200.22, 
and tbe expenditures for all purposes 
were filo/J.jiJ.SOU.SG, leaving nn esceeE 
of receipts over expenditures $9,914,- 
453.«(i. During that llacal year $40,570,- 
4G7.H8 were paid upon the public debt, 
which has been reduced since March 1, 
1889 $253,070,890, and tlie annual inter- 
uet charge decreased $11,084,570.00. 


"Thu receipts of tha government from 


all eourcaa during the tiacal year ending 
Juuo 30, ISflti, amounted to $401,710,- 
501.9-1 :ind ita expenditures to HOfl.S?-!,- 
887.0"), showing an excess of receipts 
ovur oxptmditurea of $2,3-11,674.29. 


"Siucu that time the recoipta of tbe 


fiscal year, aud with but few exceptions 
of no month of any llacul year, have ex- 
ceeded the expenditures. Tbe receipts 
of tlia government from all eourcea dur- 
ing tbo tlsciil year ending June 30,1891, 
were $372,S'J^,"198.29 and its expenditurea 
$442,005,758.87, leaving a deficit, the 
llrst eiuco tho reammttion of specie, pay- 
munte, of |('.9,SO;J,208.58. Notwitbetand- 
ing tliuro wiwn decrease o! $10,7(19,128.87 
in tho ordinary expenses of thu govern- 
ment, compared with thu previous iiacul 
year, ita income was still not eulliciout 
to provide for ita daily noceaaitlofi, and 
tho gold reewrve in the trenaury for tho 
redemption of greenbacks waa drawn 
upon to meet them. 


"Hut this did not sulllce, and tho gov- 


ornment then resorted to loans to re- 
plenish tlie reserve. In February, 1894, 
$50,01)0,000 bjuda were laaued, and in 
November following a second issue of 
$50,000,000 wag doomed necessary. The 
BUtuof $117,171,705 was realized by the 
Bale of those bonda, but the reserve was 
eteadily decreased until on February 8, 
1893, a third ealu of $02,315,400 bonds, 
bringing $05,11(1.24-1. wan announced to 
congress. 


Tho receipts of tho government lor tlio 


fiscal year ending Juno 30,1895, were 
$39,;i7:i.203.30 and tho expenditures 
$43;!,178,4^.-IS, allowing a delicti of $48.' 
805 'J3U8. A further loan of $100,000,- 
000 was negotiated by tho government in 
February, 18911, the sale nettiDK $111,- 
166,2-tO and swelling tbe abrogate ol 
bonds iaeued within three years to $202,- 
315,400. 
"For tbe fiscal year ending June JO 


189(i, the revtmuo of the government 
from all sources amounted to $409,475,- 
•10S.7S, while Ita 
exuandituroa 
were 


$434,()78,(iG-l.-IS, or an oxiseaa of 
pouiiiturea over receipts of $25,203,- 
245.70. 
"In other words, the total receipts o 


the three tiacal years ending June 30 
18915, wereinflutliciont by $137,811,729.41 
to meet tbe total expenditures. 


"Nor ha* thia condition since im 


proved. For the flrut half of the prefl 
eut fiscal year tho receipts of tbe gov 
eminent, exclusive of postal revenues 
were $157,507,l»03.7fj, and the expend! 
lures, exclusive of the postal service 
.$195,410,000,29, or an exceea of expendi 
turen over receipts of $37,902,390.40. Ic 
January of thio year tbe receipts, exclu 
aive of postal revenues, woro $24,316, 
994.2'J, a deficit of $5,952,395.24 lor th 
month. In the treasury this year the 
receipts, exclusive of postal revenues 
were $24,400,997.38, and the expendi 
turea, exclusive of tbe postal service 
$2S 790 056.60, a deficit of $4,395,053.28 
or a total deficit ol $186,003,680.44 to 
tbe three years and eight months end 
ing March 1,1897. 


"Not only are we without a eurplua i 


tbo treasury, but with the increaae o 
tbe public debt there has been a corre 
anomiintt increase of tbo annual inter 
eat charge from $22,893,883.20 in 1892 
tbe lowest of any year since 1802, t 
$31,357,297.60 in 189G, or an increaflo o 
$11.493,414.40. 
"It may be urged that even if tb 


revenues of the government bad bee 
Builicient to meet all ita ordinary er 
peneea during the past three years, th 
gold re38rve would still have been insu 
licient to meet the demands made upo 
it, and tbat bonds necessarily have bee 
iseucd for its repletion. 


"Be this as it may, it ia clearly man 


feat, without denying or affirming tl 


' correctness of aucb a conclusion, th 


the debt would have been decreased i 
ftt least tbat amount nnd business con- 
fidence immeasurably 
strengthened 


' throughout the country. 


"Uungross should promptly correct 


existing conditions. Ample revenues 
must IJB supplied, not only for tbe or- 
dinary expenses of tha government, but 
for tho prompt payment of liberal pen- 
sions and the liquidation of principal 
and interest of the public debt. 


"In raising revenues duties should be 


BO levied upon foreign products as pre- 
serve the home market as far aa possible 
to our producers, revive and increase 
manufactures, to relieve and encourage 
agriculture; 
tr> increase our domestic 


and foreign commerce; to aid 
and 


dtjvelouo mining and building, and to 
render to labor in every lield of useful 
occupation liberal wages and 
those 


adequate rewards to which skill and in- 
dustry are justly entitled. 


"Tne necessity of the passage of n 


tariff law which shall provide ample 
revenue need not be further urged. The 
imperative demand of the hour IB 
the 


prompt enactment of such a measure, 
aad to this object I earnestly recom- 
mend congress shall make every en- 
deavor. 


"Uefore other business ia transacted 


let us first provide snmcient revenue to 
faithfully administer the govern men 
without contracting further debt or con 
tinued disturbance of our finances.

SACUAMKXTO, March 15. — A sensa- 


tional message was received by the 
egislature from Governor Budd this 
afternoon in regard to senate bill 4<J4 
concerning 
the management of the 


state normal echoolfl at Ohico, 
Los 


Angeles and San Jose. The governor 
called attention to the fact that tho bill 
bad been sent to him twico with tbe 
same error in it, and that the error 
struck out the vital point of tho bill. 
Tbe measure bad been amended by the 
assembly so as to make it imperative 
until 1809 and to tako from tbe presi- 
dent of each school tho nomination ol 
teachers. The senate refused to concur 
iu the amendment and the assembly re- 
ceded from ita position. Notwithstand- 
ing this the bill had been twice sent to 
tbe governor with tbe amendments in- 
cluded. 
The governor inclosed cor- 


respondence from Henry French of San 
Jose to Frank Brandon, secretary of tbe 
senate, and Stato 
Printer Johnson. 


French asked both men to use their 
positions to blockade the passage of the 
bill and told them that John Varicoe, 
enrolling clerk of the assembly, could he 
relied upon for his assistance. 


Tho Governor exonerated Brandon 


and Johneou, but left Varicoo open to 
criticism (or lobbying against the bill. 
Ho suggested that a bill be passed mak- 
ing it a felony for aa outsider to make 
such attempts at influencing state offi- 
cer a, 


Varicoe said tonight that he had 


nothing to do with the bill aa it had 
never passed through his hands. He 
admitted that ho was a friend of FicncTi 


nd was interested in the amendments 
u tbe bill for that reason. Ho denied 
mviug lobbied against the measure, but 
aid that ha had spoken to several legi- 
slators on tlie subject. The assembly 
appointed a committee to investigate the 
natter. 
The message to tbe Bonote was referred 
o the committee on executive messages, 
which body decided to report dxoneral- 
og tho attaches of thu senate.

the last liecal year thu bill would in- 
crease tbo revenue about $112,000,000, 
divided among tbe several schedules 
roughly aa follows: 


A—Chemicals $3,500,000. 
B—Crockery and gliicawaro$4,000,000. 
O—Metals $-1,000,000. 
D— Wood $1,750,000. 
E—Sugar $21,750,000. 
F—Tobacco $7,000,000. 
G—Agricultural $0,300,000. 
H—Liquortt $ 1,800,OUO. 
1—Cottons $1,700,000. 
J—Jute, linen and hemp $7,800,000. 
K—Wools $17,500,000, manufactures 


of wools $27,000,000. 


L—Bilks $1,500,000. 
M—I'nlp and papor $59,000. 
N—Sundries ?ti,200,000. 
"This estimate is on the supposition 


that the imports ot each claaa uf goods 
would be tbe eumu the next liscal year 
as ID tbo fiscal year ended last June. 
But as tho imports of wool were threo 
times as great as those of wool manu- 
factures, more than twice aa great in 
pounds, aa in 1893, tbe committee as- 
sumes tbat the excaesive importation 
would be largely reduced by tbe pro- 
poeod bill, although the fact that our do- 
mestic production of wool has dimin- 
ished 8,000,000 pounds since J893 will 
necessitate tho importation of mucli 
mure wool now tban in tlio latter year. 
Assuming ttmt thu importation a ot vvoul 
Will full off nt least ouo-tliird from tbpet) 
of 1890, on account of anticipatory im- 
ports to avoid duties, wo place the in- 
cruasud revenue from this source at $11,- 
000,000. Anticipating also that tbo im- 
ports of woolens will fall off nearly live 
per cont from tho uiioruioua imports of 
1890, we estimate the increased revenues 
from thin source under tbo proposed 
rates at about $14,000,000. From sugar 
we anticipate $20,000,000 additional 
revenues. 
"Anticipating a conaulurablo fulling 


off of imports of Havana tobticcu be- 
caueu of the revolution in Cuba, wo re- 
duce the estimated of additional nweuuo 
to bo derived from tlio tobacco schedule 
to $4,000,000. The remaining schedules 
would afford a revenue of about $39,- 
500 000, on the baaifl of tbo imports ol 
1896, but no there will probably bo di- 
minished imports at some points, al- 
though tlio gradual restoration of busi- 
ness activity would offset this by in- 
creasing the conauinption of imparted 
luxuries, wo mluca tlio oathnute on 
these to $31,000,000. These would ag- 
gregate an additional revenue of $80,- 
000 000 tho first year. 
"A further reduction of five or ton 


millions lor contingencies woald leave 
$70,000,000 to $75,000,000 an the prob- 
able increased revenue from this bill Ibo 
firet year, which would undoubtedly 
rase lo $100,000,000 tho eucond year. 


"ThoHO estimates aro below rather 


than above the probable result unless 
a considerable delay iu the enactment 
01 the bill ohould greatly enlarge tho 
opportunity for import of articles on 
which duties are to bo raised—particu- 
larly wool and woolens for speculative 
purposes. Undoubtedly any delay bo- 
yond the firat of Muy in placing the bill 
on tho etatuto hook would result in largo 
louses of revenue. 
"This incrciite ot revenue is pocnrod 


by tho transferring of wool, lumber, 
crude opium, painting. ftUtuary, straw 
ornaments, straw mattincB, burlaps and

Tlie duty on carpet woola, aa well aa 
upon many other articles, is imposed 
mninly for revenue.

So long 88 
publishers accept falsehood and truth 
with lequal complacency, they will be 
supplied with both.

lilos north of Sanger. 
Miller and hia brother-in-law, N. 0. 
y 


ligpina, had been working thu 11. T. 
;imore ranch, live and one-half miles 
orth oi Sannor. About 2.30 o'clock 
eaterday they wont over to the Boui- 
old place to got some Block lo plow 
vlth. They approached tho corral and 
IlgBins roped a mule. Miller bud en- 
ered tho iucloanre to herd the Block 
nd had ilia hands in Iho air, crying 
'Whoa." Juet at that moment tho 
nulo lurked the end of tbe rope out of 
Higgina' hands, and flying through tho 
air it twined itself around Miller'B up- 
tretched left arm. Tlie animal jumped 
ho lence, dragging Miller after it. 
The young rancher made no outcry 


after ho was dragged over the lence and 
Higgins believes bis brother-in-law was 
instantly killed. Higgina mounted his 
lorao and took alter the mule, which 
waa galloning along at a furioua rale, all 
the while dragging Miller. The beast 
ran over a mile and crossed Muu cruefc. 
which was full of water and aluiOBt deer 
enough for it to awitn in. 


The mule, with ita human burden at 


taehed, was finally caught in a pasture 
on the other aide of Mud creek by J. A. 
Taylor, on whom Biggins had called for 
assistance and who cut tho body loose. 
Miller waB tsrribly bruised,and when 
found showed no sign of lite. The body 
WBB taken to the Elmore ranch, where 
Coroner Long held an inquest last even- 
ing 
the verdict being in accordance 


with tho lacta here related. 


Miller waa a native of Iowa a 


yeara of age. 
Ilia lather lives in Enlur- 


prise Colony. The accident by which 
be met hia death was a moat peculiar 
one 
It waa remarkable enough that 


after the end of tho rope had been torn 
frnn lliggiua' bnnda it should have 
wound itsoll around Minor's arm, but
